RELIEF CAMPS TO BE CLOSED 


All relief camps for single unemployed 
men will be closed on July 1, according to 
an announcement made by the federal gov- 
ernment. Just what will be done about mak- 
ing provision for those unable to find work 
or means of sustenance has not been stated 
but the dissatisfaction with the camps has 
been so widespread that their abolition will 
not be regretted. 

These camps were unsatisfactory to the 
men for which they were set up and they 
also proved expensive. Hon. Norman Rogers, 
minister of labor, told the federal house the 
other day that the costs of these camps were 
$6,204,980 in 1988, $7,856,174 in 1934 and 
$8,784,000 (estimated) in 1935. This was 
a total of $22,845,145 for taking care of some 
15,000 men for three years, or $507 per man 
per year, or $42 per man per month. 

Furthermore, the camps have been breed- 
ing grounds for trouble. The famous.“Ot- 
tawa trek’ of men from British Columbia 
camps, which ended in Regina with a riot 
and a murder, showed the people of Canada 
the possibilities for extensive disruptions 
from these camps,

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A CAUSE OF FOOD GLUTS 


A survey of the decline in the use of draft 
animals on farms in the United States sug- 
gests that the total number of horses and 
mules has been cut down ‘from 25,000,000 in 
1920 to 16,000,000 in 1985. 

This transition has released some 35,000,- 
000 acres of land, formerly utilized to pro- 
vide horse and mule feed, for the raising of 
other crops. This has caused too great a 
surplus of food production, figured on the 
basis of effective demand, and the natural 
corollary of dropping prices. 

Horse and mule power has gone down be- 
fore the technique of the machine, but there 
are indications that the animals are staging 
a comeback. There is a big demand for 
horses and mules right now, and an inade- 
quate supply. Whether this trend will per- 
sist for long is the major question, of course.

In the Cincinnati Enquirer, E. L. Arnott 
says, interestingly: ‘It is said that Father 
Coughlin has 8,000,000 members in his or- 
ganization for social justice.

GOOD MONEY IN THIS BUSINESS 

The Alberta government has made very 
nice profit out of the liquor business, the net 
amount over expenses for the fiscal year 
1934-1935 being close to a million and a half 
dollars. There is every reason to expect that 
the profits for the current fiscal year of 1935- 
1936 will be even higher. 

Gross sales of liquor for the year under 
discussion totalled $3,224,144. Costs” of 
stocks totalled $1,948,678, so that the gross 
profit was $1,275,466. Adding special in- 
come from issuing licenses, beer taxes, and 
sundry revenue of this nature, gives a net 
profit of $1,480,364. The liquor sales were 
handled in 33 > provincial stores. 

The net profits for previous years were as 
follows: 1938-84, $1,171,542; 1932-33, $1,- 
300,389; 1931-32, $1,305,540; 1930-31, $1,- 
738,954; 1929-30, $2,410,886.
